| NEWARK — The executive committee of the CNHC 
is supporting a proposal by Mayor Addonizio 
that over 800 units of low-rent housing be 
erected north of Avon Ave. in the urban ren- 
ewal project that once was slated for light 
industry. 

The apartments would especially serve large 
families and would not be higher than 3-stor— 
ies, according to the press.
